A Onmar Wildrunn Gtass,—Take a 
broad necked bottle, such us aré used for 
pickles or fruit jellies, und fill it with water 
within (wo or three inches of the brim: 
turn a clean’ oil flusk upside dowo, with 
its neck within the pickle bottle. Should 
tbe weather be set fair, the water in the 
tcek ot the flask will remain about balf an 
inch above the level; but ‘if rain be near 
the water will rise gradually but. quickly 
in the neck of the flask ; and if rain be very 
near, and the atmosphere in consequence 
very heavy, thé water may rise in the 
flask’s neck as much as two or three inches 
witbin u few hours, No one shonld be 
without this useful instrument; ‘it gives no 
trouble; the water does not require chang- 
ing—out- doors or in-dours, heat or cold, 
are alike immaterial,’ In trosty weather it 
should: not''be forgotten that this instru 
ment must be kept in a temperature above 
freezing ; Otherwise it cannot act; and 
should the-bottle be left full of water it 
will probably break in the ordinary course 
with the congelation of the water.

from the Maritime provinces,was also a {fail- 
ure ; but none ot them need have been fail- 
ures, had they been willing to concede ull 
that the Americans demanded. The Hon. 
George Brown loft the Cabinet at that time 
upon the question of reciprocity, and no 
sooner did his followers come into power 
than he seized the opportunity to carry out 
his Cobdenite ideas of trade, and, rather 
than fail would sacrifice every industry in 
the land, and compel the levying of direot 
taxation upon the people, in order to enable 
him to hand down his name to posterity as 
the negotiator of s Reciprocity Treaty, 

If the provisions of the Washington 
Treaty, were not such as the people in Oan- 
ada should have accepted, the present pro: 
position of the Grits, by which we are asked 
to give everything, inthe way of trade, 
throwing millions of dollars into the scale 
besides, and absolutely receiving nothing in 
return, is infinitely worse than a dozen 
Washington Treaties, yet the tit-mice of 
the party chirrup the praises of the men, 
of whom scarcely ono of them dare express 
an honest opinion. Had Sir John Macdon- 
ald presented to the people of Canada such 
& proposition, the yery men who now sing 
its praises would have denounced it as of 
the most villainous character ; but the lash 
is held over their heads, and quaking with 
fear, they swallow the dose, and nauseous 
though it may be, they declare it sweet 
and palatable, .

How it will Work. 


Thé New York World has a pretty cor 
rect idea of the effect that the Reciprocity 
Treaty would baye upon the Manufacturers 
of the Dominion, It is comyinced the 
Treaty would be a firat-rate bargain—-for 
the States, and gives a variety of reasons in 
support of its views, among others, the fol 
lowing :—‘! For instance, it can be demon- 
strated that if we had reciprocity with Can- 
ada nota single ateam engine would be 
imported to the Dominion from any other 


country than the United Stater, It is true 
we now export to Canada $1,500,000 worth 
of steam engines annually, But if the Ca- 
nadian duty of 15 per cent were abolished 
we would naturally fear no rival in Canada, 
Besides becoming, as we must in the event 
of a treaty, the chief recipients of Canadiun 
produce, the Very law of trade and ex- 
changes would make us the mechanics and 
manufacturera of the Dominion,” 


While such political renegades as Glen, 
of tho Oshawa Works, attempt to bolater 
up the Treaty, it is gratifying to eee that 
the principal Canadian manufacturere— 
men who have areal, aubstantial interest 
in the country—are opposed to it, Such 
extensive manufacturers as the Gurneys, 
of Hamilton, and Barbers, of Streetaville, 
who, by the way, are out and out Grits, 
have denounced the Treaty in unmeasured 
terms, Mr, Gurney, of Hamilton, was 1n 
Ottawa last week, and the Citizen thus 
roporte an interview with him ;— 


* Now, we have the suthority of Mr. Gur- 
noy (who 1s ot present at the capital), to say, 
that he distinctly disapproves of the proposed 
Feol prosley Treaty, 6 give hisown words; 
‘*I do not approve of the Reciprocity Treaty 
in ite present shape. The gradual reduction of 
duties would be ruinous tothis country. Tho 
United Btatos duties on our goods (stoves and 
other manufacturce of iron), 1 forty-five per 
cont, That reduced one-third, would bo 
thirty per cent., which would be quite as pro.

There is no doubt—I may say it without 
offence—that the large majority Of the 
Jationyot Ireland jarovof the Roman 
olf falth, “Honorablé gentlemen op- 
posite need not be lirmed. Iam not go- 
ing to make any observations disparaging 
two their religion, | have always expressed, 
as Ido now, my mspoct for their faith. I 
cannot conceal from myselt that the organi- 
zation of the Roman Catholic religion is a 
snoat, powerful! organygation—Pperhaps, if I 
- Cre s0—the-most powerful now in ex- 
istence. I will s»y this, that 1t ia not the 
‘Teas Powerful beci.use the"hoad of that faith 
has been deprived of his capital and a few 
provinces, I believe his power has in- 
dz (Hear, bear.) Lam not here to 
impute to the heed of thWt faith or his 
councillors any aggressive spirit against 
civilization or the Ranaaitty, of Europe. 
But they are of flesh and blood, &nimated 
by the feelings and influenced by the pas- 
sions which have always governed the 
transactions of rm nkind, sand I cannot 
doubt that such 1.:).ences apd such feel- 
ings must have great effect upon the con. 
eee a/Parliament elected ip Irelands by 
3 eel majority professing the 
Roman Catholic fnith and returning to thav 
Parliament a large majority of representa~ 
tives of that faith. I want to know, sup« 
pose that to happen, which it is not im~ 
bable:may happen, and whioh, perhaps, 
acy say, may certainly happen in the 
generation which is now, we will say, 
commencing—suppose there was a great 
movement in Europe, the object of which 
yras to restore the head of the Roman 
Catholic faith to the capital which he‘Has 
Jost and the provinces of whidh he has been. 
deprived, and enppose we were assenjbled in 
Parliament to take counsel upon soma of the |) 
circumstances and events which such com~ 
binations might produce, fyould Irish 
members be satisfied by coming to the 
Imperial Council and aysiling themselves 
of their Imperial position to express their 
sentiments and give their votes? (Hear, 
hear.) And if their counsels were disre- 
garded, iftheir votes were ontnumbered, 
can we believe that a Roman Catholic 
Parliament in Ireland would be indifferent 
to events which they must class among the 
most interesting to them, and in which 
their feelings are most deeply engaged ¢ 
Sir, Icannct for a moment myself resist 
the conviction that in such a sfate of affairs 
the Parliament of Ireland would not hesi- 
tate in believing that it was an exclusively 
Trish affair to consider the condition of the 
head of the Roman Catholic faith. (Hear.) 
Well, I believe that that would lead to 
great dangers, and possibly to great dis- 
asters, and that ifiwe found thé two coun- 
| tries pursuing a different policy that might 
Happen, which none cin contemplate with- 
out a feeling of terror—we might be called 
upon to interfere between a portion of the 
Trish people’ who did not sympathize with 
the majority of the Irish Parliament and, to 
Interfere with force. Nor ean we suppose 
from the experience that we have had that 
the majority of the Irish people, with a 
majority in their Parliament which had 
declared its opinions clearly and decidedly 
upon this question, would easily be 
daunted, either by the threats of. the 
Protestant populdtion of Ireland or even 
by the interference of England. We 
might be approaching one of those crisis 
in human affairs that fill the largest pages 
of history. Civil war might even be a lea 
er evil than the calamities Which might 
pend over both countries. There might be 
Sympathy with nations which have not been 
Subjugated. We have been told even in 
the courss of this debate by an honorable 
member that there js great sympathy be- 
tween Ireland and 4 foreign nation—a na» 
tlon once @ great power, and Probably o 
to whom there aro future destinies of a 
thority yet remaining.
